PIG BROODERS 

Losses of pigs in winter litters may 
be reduced to a minimum by the use 
f one of the several types of brood- 
ers, These may be listed as follows, 
says 8. A. Hilton, Dominion Experi- 
merita] Farm, Nappan, N.S. 

1, The hexagonal brooder, with the 
brooder stove, electric or coal, This 
is suitable for the large breeding es- 
tablishment and details may be found 
in Special pamphlet No, 11, which 
é¢an be obtained from Publicity and 
Extension, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa, 

2, The chick brooder installed in 
the piggery so that one 6r more lit- 
ters may be accommodated at the 
same time, If a coal brooder is used, 
exceptional care must be taken to re- 
duce the fire hazard to a minimum, 

3. A boiler or cooker with pipes con 
nected that extend into one or more 
farrowing pens. ‘This provides a sup- 
ply of warm water, may be used for 
cooking potatoes or garbage and pro 
vides heat as well, 

4, A brooder chamber, or smal] box 
located’ in the farrowing pén where 
the young pigs run in ana out at will,

One 
large can, ( such as an 80 pound milk 
can), is preferable, ag it will not cool 
as rapidly, If very Hot water is used, 
a@ bag or some -other protection 
should be provided to prevent bu'rn- 
ing the pigs, For the first few days 
after birth the water should be chang 
ed frequently to maintain a uniform 
temperature, but here again, a ther- 
mometer will prove invaluable, 

If water, and not electricity, is 
used, the chamber should be built 
slightly larger than the’ dimensions 
given above, to allow room for both 
the can and the pigs. 

Tf the pigs are placed in the brood. 
er ‘room or box as s00n as. born, they 
will invariably return there to sleep 
after nursing.
